April 11. — hepre- 
Hentatives ol llie <oal miners and op- 
erators in the Western Kentucky 
district. .No. 2i!. who lia\i- been in 
ctynference here (or nearly two 
weeks, adjonraed their sessions to- 
day without raatWag an agreement. 

It l8 reported that rcprcneiitatlves 
of Uie ininei-H and ojierators could 
not agi'i'e rcKurdlug the changea In 
working coiiditloBa, , Involving the 
cost production. 

The miners' representatives will 
discuss the matter further with the 
iiiinera themselves lietore action is 
taken. Six thoaaand miners are 
said to be Involved In the negotia- 
tions. 

The diflii-ult\, wiiich linally ap- 
pearefi insurmountable, leieneij nor 
to the wage sciAe, but to thu work- 
ing conditions. Tl^e mine operators 
made their Unal pnopoekl to the mi- 
ners last night and this morning 
heard their reply. Tlie miners were 
wM. satisfied with the proposal and 
de<diiied to aci ept it. 

The miners ha\e not declared a 
strilu-, but that is always a possibil- 
ity under the circumstances, al- 
though thi» miao operators say that 
they do not believe that matters will 
come to that pass.

COUNIIES PUNNING 

Of Aid Oiven By State Ht flood 
. Roadt—WfeU Uw Sqrs 
Or Mm Snftfi^a 

Frankfort, Ky., April ii. indi- 
cations are that by the time the 
State faad created by the Jivo-cent 
road tax bocomes availabla » large 
number of counties Will havo tlac^d 
theniselvcM In position to take ad- 
%antaRe of State aid liy Issuing road 
bonds. I'ulaskI may he tbe llrst 
with a $:tOO,nilO hoiid issue to l)o 
voted on ApriUa*; and Warren "ill 
vote on a similar proposition May 
t9, Simpson. Harlan, Whitley, Hell 
and Letcher may follow auit. 

The law provides tbat where a 
county has Voted bonds the State 
shall reimburse it to the extent of 
half the amount actually spent on 
roads under the provisions of I lie 
act; so that instead of making annu- 
al apphiprtattoBS aad doing the work 
piecemeal, those covatles laay lay 
oat their bopd Issues la oaadbwilng 
u system of highways tatt enjoy 
their benefits while paying fof them. 
In I'ulaski entity a (oinmlssion is 
de,slKnated to administer the hond 
Issue; the roads niust he constructed 
under State supervision and accord- 
ing* to plans furnished t|y the Coiu- 
tnlssioner of Roads, so tkat they are 
assured of the money being properly 
spent. 

If the federal upproprlatl<in is 
made the .State department is au- 
thorised by tbe law to make what- 
ever terms it pleases witlf the fed- 
eral Oovemment. and It'll i^rohahie 
that the federal Oovemment and the 
State will put up an e(|uul amount to 
aid counties, tliiis makliiK the State 
road fund ko twice as far 'in distrl- 
bnlioii amuiiR the counties. 

In many places It Is proitosed for 
private subscriptions to augment the 
fund raised by local taxatfan. Mon- 
ey raised this way when aetoally in 
bank to the credit of tbe - county 
road liinfl will he treated the .^ume 
as if raised by taxation in the distri- 
bution of the State Innd. 

The uutonioblle fund availahle 
this year for aiding In county road 
bulldihg amounta to approxiumteiy 
9100,000.
